These Pay Scales will remain operative till 31-1-77, 
EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Civilians in Defence Services (Revised Pay) Rules, 1973, 
which were notified to implement the Government decision on 
the recommendations of the Third Pay Commission in respect 
of the pay scales of Civilian employees in the Defence Services 
were given effect to from the 1st January, 1973, except in res- 
pect of revision of pay scales of posts, which have been upgrad- 
ed to Rs. 3000/- (Fixed) or above. The present amendments to 
the First Schedule to these rules which indicate the revised 
scales for certain posts arc accordingly being given effect to 
from the First January, 1973, so as to extend the benefit of the 
revised scales from that date.

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct re- 
cruitment may be relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other Special categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — ^No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a maniage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

tb) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any nerson, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts. 


Provided that the Central Goveinnient may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personed law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and that 
there arc other p'ounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions reauired to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to lime in this regard.
